The  KPFA  Folio  is  not  sold,  it  is  sent  free  to  each  subscriber  to  the  station.  The 
program  listings  are  published  every  month  as  a  service  to  subscribers  who  support 
our  non-profit,  noncommercial  station  at  the  annual  rate  of  $24.00  (student  and 
retired  persons  subscription  rate:  $12.00  a  year).  All  donations  are  tax  deductible 
and  checks  should  be  made  payable  to  "Pacifica-KPFA."  KPFA  broadcasts  up  to 
24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week  (except  for  the  hours  of  1  to  8  am  each  Satur- 
day morning  when  the  transmitter  is  shut  down  for  maintenance)  with  a  power  of 
59,000  watts  at  94.1  MHz.  KPFB  broadcasts  at  89.3  MHz.  simultaneously  with 
KPFA  at  a  power  of  150  watts  to  areas  of  Berkeley  which  do  not  receive  KPFA. 
KPFA  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Pacifica  Foundation,  which  also  owns  and 
operates  stations  WBAI  fm  99.5  in  New  York,  KPFK  fm  90.7  in  Los  Angeles  and 
KPFT  fm  90  in  Houston.  Pacifica  Foundation  was  established  in  1946  and  is  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California.  Second  class  postage  paid  at 
Berkeley,  California. 


KPFA  ON  CABLE 


KPFA's  59,000  watt  signal  is  strong  but  it  has  some  limitations.  It  has  always  been  hard 
to  hear,  even  close  to  Berkeley,  because  hills  block  reception;  and  more  recently  it  has  been 
restricted  by  new  signals  from  stations  on  nearby  channels. 

Cable  systems,  however,  have  brought  KPFA's  signal  to  areas  previously  unable  to  receive 
it. 

A  few  months  ago,  we  asked  you  to  help  us  compile  a  list  of  the  stations.  Here  now  is  a 
tentative  list.   If  you  have  additons  or  corrections,  please  send  them  to  Cable  Project,  KPFA. 

Remember  that  there  are  two  types  of  cable  systems:  Those  which  broadcast  the  entire 
FM  band  (Here:  "all  band")  and  those  which  broadcast  only  selected  FM  stations  including 
KPFA  (Here:    "select").   And  "?"  indicates  that  reception  of  KPFA  is  doubtful. 

KPFA's  signal  is  often  given  a  frequency  other  than  94.1. 

The  monthly  service  charges  for  these  cable  systems  vary  from  $4.50  to  $7.25,  with  most 
in  the  $4.75  to  $5.75  range.  Some  systems  charge  an  installation  fee;  most  charge  up  to 
$1 .00  for  a  second  outlet. 

For  easier  reference,  we  are  listing  the  systems  by  county,  first  the  Bay  Area  counties 
and  then  the  rest.

$50,000.00  in  1974. 

This  will  enable  us  to  do  the  fol- 
lowing: buy  test  equipment  for  con- 
struction, finish  important  modifi- 
cations and  completely  replace  our 
present  mono  production  room  with 
an  up-to-date  stereo  production  facil- 
ity and  more! 

We've  got  to  replace  that  old  equip- 
ment.  And  we've  got  to  pay  for  the 
new  equipment.
